John James Audubon (1785 – 1851) 
produced some of the most beauti-
ful and lifelike depictions of birds 
ever created. This exhibition pres-
ents one of the artist’s oil paintings, 
the superb Osprey and Weakfish 
(1829), a new gift to the Gallery 
from Richard Mellon Scaife, as well 
as fifty of the artist’s hand-colored 
etchings selected from the Gallery’s 
early edition of The Birds of America 
(1827 – 1838), one of only two 
known complete sets preserved in 
an original, unbound state. 

Audubon’s dream of recording 
every bird native to North America 
consumed nearly twenty years of 
his life and was realized with the 
publication of this mammoth edi-
tion consisting of 435 hand-colored 
etchings, all based on his vivid  
life-size drawings. Some of the set’s 
most celebrated and outstanding 
prints will be on view, including 
American Flamingo (1838), Carolina 
Parrot (1827), and Ivory-Billed Wood- 
pecker (1829), which depicts a spe-
cies thought to be extinct until its 
recent sighting in Arkansas.

Three monumental masterpieces  
of Italian Renaissance sculpture  
by Lorenzo Ghiberti (1378 – 1455), 
Nanni di Banco (c. 1380/85 – 1421), 
and Andrea del Verrocchio (1435 –  
1488) have traveled to the National 
Gallery of Art to celebrate the com-
pletion of their restoration. It is  
the first time that major works by 
Ghiberti and Nanni di Banco are 
on view in the United States. 

The works, Ghiberti’s Saint  
Matthew (1419–1423), Nanni di 
Banco’s Quattro Santi Coronati 
(Four Crowned Martyr Saints)  
(c. 1409 – c. 1417), and Verrocchio’s 
Christ and Saint Thomas (1467 –  
1483), were originally created for 
the exterior of Orsanmichele in 
Florence, and they represent the 
highest achievement of fifteenth-
century Florentine sculpture.  
During the Renaissance, Orsanmi-
chele — one of the most important 
though less well-known Renais-
sance structures — functioned both 
as a church and a grain storage  
and market facility; the Florentine 
trade guilds chose it as the site for 
statues of their patron saints. Since 
1984 the statues have undergone 
conservation under the supervision 
of the Opificio delle Pietre Dure,  
Florence’s premier national restora-
tion center.

The warm and relatively unknown 
relationship between Henri Matisse 
and Monique Bourgeois (Sister 
Jacques-Marie), initially the artist’s 
nurse who became his model, and, 
eventually, a Dominican nun, is the 
subject of this documentary based 
entirely on an interview with Sister 
Jacques-Marie, who was instru-
mental in procuring for Matisse a 
commission for one of his late mas-
terworks, the Chapel at Vence. 

I Am Cuba

A new 35mm restored print of one 
of the great Soviet classics, I Am 
Cuba (1964) — with lush black-and-
white tableaux of street life and  
revolutionary awakenings in 
Havana set against the “good life” 
in clubs and resorts — features 
Yevgeny Yevtushenko’s poetic script 
and Mikhail Kalatozov’s brilliant 

direction. On the tenth anniversary 
of its initial U.S. release, a restored 
print of I Am Cuba with new sub-
titles and remastered Spanish 
soundtrack bestows new life on a 
celebrated classic.

Cine Chileno: Forty Years of 
Films from Chile

During the past forty years the cin-
ema of Chile has developed from  
a relatively basic enterprise into a 
mature, elegant art form influenced 
as much by documentary tradition 
as by fiction or drama. Chile’s  
celebrated directors, such as Aldo 
Francia, Miguel Littin, Raúl Ruiz, 
Patricio Guzmán, and Silvio Caiozzi 
have all been influenced by the  
nonfiction narrative. Several of them 
continue to work in exile; others 
have remained in Chile. This series 
presents twelve films, a sampling  
of the work that has been produced, 
sometimes under difficult circum-
stances, since the late 1960s.

The National Gallery joins the 
American Film Institute and the 
Embassy of France in presenting a 
complete retrospective of the works 
of acclaimed French director Louis 
Malle (1932 – 1995) on the tenth 
anniversary of his death. 

Apprenticing first as a cinema-
tographer with Jacques Cousteau 
and later as assistant to Robert 
Bresson in the 1950s, Malle attemp-
ted his own first feature, Ascenseur 
pour l’ échafaud, in 1957. The theme 
of reinvention became his trade-
mark. Nine films, including Malle’s 
documentaries, will be shown in 
November and December.
